Campaign to obtain signatures on petitions seeking a 
referendum on the M-2 zoning ordinance adopted by su­ 
pervisors permitting establishment of an unregulated in­ 
dustrial district north of the Village, went over the top 
late Wednesday. The drive to obtain signatures will con­ 
tinue until Monday, officials of Desert Associates said. 
Deadline for filing the petitions is next Tuesday, May 17. 
A telephonic survey and tabu-* 
lation of reports by Harry C. 
Harper of the Associates yester­ 
day morning revealed that well 
over the approximately 3600 
names needed, had been placed 
on the petitions. 
IT IS EXPECTED that by Mon­ 
day night, more than 5000 names 
will have been affixed to the pe­ 
titions. This will be a great m ar­ 
gin of safety, Harper pointed out, 
as those in charge of petitions 
double-checked every name se­ 
cured to make sure the voter was 
legally entitled to sign. 
Support for the petitions came 
from every part of the county. 
Palm Springs, of course, topped 
the list with in excess of 1.500 
signers. Second was West River­ 
side. Corona citizens signed heav­ 
ily as did Hemet and San Jacinto 
residents. Cathedral City and 
Desert Hot Springs. 
COACHELLA V A L L E Y also 
eagerly supported the referen­ 
dum. News that the S. A. Guiber- 
son interests had filed for water 
at the source of much of the val­ 
ley's underground supply, gave 
much impetus this week to the 
campaign in that area and sig­ 
natures of voters by the scores 
were volunteered. 
Harper will personally file the 
petitions with supervisors Tues­ 
day, well before the 5 p. m. dead­ 
line.Then, after a check of the sig­ 
natures for validity by the county 
clerk s office, the matter will be 
in the hands of supervisors. 
THEY WILL HAVE two choices 
—to repeal the ordinance which 
is the target of the petitions or 
call an election to let the voters 
of the county decide. 
Desert Associates members do 
not believe they will take the 
first, alternative although pres­ 
sure will he brought to bear be­ 
cause of the heavy signing of 
the petitions. 
If an election is called, Des­ 
ert Associates are preparing for 
a brisk campaign and have been 
promised aid from unexpected 
¡¡pots—even from Banning and 
Beaumont w-here sentiment for 
the unrestricted industrial zone 
has been strongest.

In the meantime, new fuel was 
added to opposition to the es­ 
tablishment of an M-2 zone to 
permit construction of a cement 
plant by S. A. Guiberson interests 
on property south of Highway 111 
northwest of the Village.

One of Founders 


of Desert Museum 


Stricken Suddenly 
Unexpected death, attributed 
to heart failure, came to Donald 
Admiral, former Villager and or­ 
iginator of the Descrl Museum. 
Iasi Tuesday at Ills Rancho Mi­ 
rage home. 
Loved by his host of friends, 
he was an avid admirer of the 
desert and was considered one 
of the leading authorities on des­ 
ert lore, having written a pam ph­ 
let, Desert of Palms, as well as 
having been an early contributor 
to The Desert Sun on the flora 
and fauna of the surrounding 
areas. He was a g r a d u a t e of 
Northwestern university, 
MR. AND MRS. A D M I R A L 
moved to Palm Springs in the 
earlv '30s. settling in their horn» 
in Ara by. In 1935-36 he conducted 
a course as part of the University 
of California extension on the 
flora and fauna life in this re­ 
gion. and in 1937 he and Mrs. 
Admiral opened a small museum 
in the riaza. precursor to the 
present Desert Museum. 
In 1939 he left Palm Springs, 
returning a few years later to 
the home in Rancho Mirage. 
ACCORDING TO WITNESSES 
Admiral was in apparent good 
health at 11:00 a. m. on the day 
of his death; then he was dis­ 
covered at 12:20 p. m. by a friend, 
slumped in his ehair. He was 
rushed to the hospital w-here he 
failed to rally and death came 
at approximately 5:00 p. m. the 
same date, May 10. 
He is survived by two daugh­ 
ters. Virginia Admiral of New 
Ynrk, and Mrs. W. R. Haefele. 
Oakland, the latter scheduled to 
arrive here last night to com­ 
plete arrangements for final 
rites for the beloved archeologist.

Chairman Kirk Urges 


All Voters to Turn 


Out to Support Issue 
Four hundred thousand dollars 
FREE, for only saying "Yes" at 
the polls next Tuesday is the 
way General Chairman Kenneth 
Kirk describes the bond election 
for Ihe construction of a new- 
permanent 
hospital in Palm 
Springs for the desert district. 
Calling for approval of the 
voters on a $300.000 bond for the 
construction of a $700.000 per­ 
manent structure (with the other 
400 Gs supplied by state and fed­ 
eral funds, the amount to he au­ 
thorized by the voters will not 
increase the taxes one nickel, 
Kirk stresses. 
THIS IS CLARIFIED by the ex 
planation that at the hospital 
district election last December 
the institution was authorized 
to levy up to 20 cents tax on 
each $100 of assessed valuation 
which means that funds are al­ 
ready available. On the basis 
of approximately $20 millions 
assessed valuation in the desert 
area comprising the district, this 
means that $60.000 is available 
annually for the hospital. 
The Desert Hospital district Is 
comprised of Palm Springs. Des­ 
ert Hot Springs. Garnet, Cathcd 
ral City. Thousand Palms Palm 
Village. Palm Desert and Rancho 
Mirage. 
AT A GENERAL meeting at the 
Fiesta House of the Desert Inn 
yesterday afternoon, last minute 
plans were made for next Tues 
day's voting with the point 
stressed that voters must go to 
the polls. In the event of their 
absence from their polling area 
on that date persons are re­ 
quested to complete their ab­ 
sentee ballots. 
"Two thirds "yes" votes are 
required to pass the measure 
and. on the basis that there are 
always protest votes to anything 
even when something is being 
given away free (as is happen­ 
ing this time—$400,000 worth,, 
it behooves all persons with civic 
pride to vote next Tuesday and 
vote with a great big ‘yes'." said 
Kirk. 
THE ENTIRE FUNDS w-ould 
he devoted to the construction 
of an up-to-date and adequate 
hospital to service the desert 
area. Buildings in use at the 
present time are not only old 
and impractical but are being 
used on a temperar' basis by 
contract with the government 
only, according to committee 
leaders, since the Community' 
hospital is a part of the gov­ 
ernmental Torney holdings. 
"The main thing we must im 
press on everyone,” said Kirk, 
"is that their votes are absolutely 
required. We are making this ap­ 
peal now- so the forward-looking 
citizens of the desert area will 
See HOSPITAL.

Busy Program in 


Request to City 
The proposed exploitation pro­ 
gram of the chamber of com­ 
merce was this week presented 
to the city of Palm Springs for 
approval of expenditure accord­ 
ing to the plans as outlined by 
Chamber M a n a g e r William 
Dunkerley in a detailed report. 
Calling for a total of $29.500 
the breakdown is highlighted by 
the proposed creation of a new 
division in the chamber, the con­ 
vention bureau, which asks for 
$8000 of the total for the purpose 
of hiring a full time person to 
obtain more and more conven­ 
tions for the Village—an effort 
to stimulate business artifically 
by actually bringing convening 
groups and organizations into 
town as often as possible. Based 
on the accepted premise that 
each conventioner spends ap­ 
proximately $20 per day per con­ 
vention. this is said to he a most 
worth-while investment by the 
city and chamber. 
THE CONVENTION allotment 
request is broken down as fol­ 
lows: $4800 for a convention as­ 
sistant to the chamber manager, 
$2200 for supplies and travel and 
$1000 for special selling aids. 
Largest single amount of the 
total sought is $11.000 for pub­ 
licity. w-hich. broken down, is 
itemized as follows: $4200 for a 
publicity assistant, $3600 for a 
publicity writer. $2700 for photos 
and supplies and $500 for pro­ 
motion and exploitation. 
Newspaper, magazine and ra­ 
dio advertising will take $3000 
with $2000 devoted to newspapers 
and the remainder for various 
magazine and radio "spots.'' 
ALL YEAR CLUB advertising is 
constant, with an annual cost of 
$2500. and publications by the 
chamher itself call for $3500. This 
includes $2100 for sales booklets, 
$600 for maps, $600 for an orien­ 
tation brochure (Where to go and 
what to see in the Village) and 
$200 for a statistical folder. 
The last item on the proposal is 
$1500 for displays and exhibits 
which would call for $1000 for 
the inclusion of a significant 
float in the Pasadena Tourna­ 
ment of Roses parade, said to be 
viewed by more than a million 
people with newsreels of the 
event covering the entire world. 
The other S50O would be for the 
maintaining of the present and 
future large photo murals which 
arc circulated and kept constant­ 
ly in use by large department 
stores throughout the United 
States. 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS of the 
chamber has placed its unquali­ 
fied and unanimous stamp of ap­ 
proval on the program as out­ 
lined bv Manager Dunkerley and 
See CHAMBER BUDGET.

Variance committee, this week 
made the following statem ent: 
"I am appreciative of the con­ 
fidence shown in me by city 
council and it will be a pleasure 
to have a part in the beautifica­ 
tion and growth of this unique 
Village. I shall work to improve 
the beauty of Palm Springs and 
yet retain its charm and dignity. 
"One of the things that re ­ 
quires imm ediate action is the 
flagrant disregard of the Sign 
Ordinance because some signs 
have been erected in direct vio­ 
lation 
of existing 
laws while 
others were preeted without full 
knowledge of the requirements 
of the city. 
"We should think of the f u ­ 
ture of the Village and not of 
ourselves only, when we put up 
a sign.

Springs and separates it from 
all other desert resorts In the 
world. 
"My appointm ent to the park

stronger that the beauty of Palm 
Springs must he retained even 
though it will cost some of us 
m any dollars to change our signs 
but the final outcome will re­ 
sult in a better village for all of 
us and a good eye appeal to our 


visitors. We earnestly appeal to 
all citizens to cooperatp in this 
program and to unselfishly see 
the overall picture rather th an 
the individual problem.

The total water asked for by 
Pierce is roughly 3500 acre feet 
annually from the Whitewater 
river, Banning creek.

IF THE APPLICATIONS are 
completed, the state will adver­ 
tise in the desert area to permit 
the almost certain opposition to 
register. Then a hearing will be 
held.The Coachella Valley County 
Water district has not vet taken 
any official notice of the appli­ 
cations since Pierce has not per­ 
fected his filings. General Man­ 
ager Joe Snvder. said. 
Bookman said the courts have 
alreadv adjudicated underground 
water rights in the Palm Springs 
area and theoretically Pierce is 
filing for surplus water not yet 
claimed. 
‘The burden of proof of that 
pests on the applicant,” he said. 
PRESIDENT L. C. LEWIS of the 
Desert Associates branded the 
application of the Guibreson 
plant for underground w a t e r 
from streams near Palm Springs 
as "another in a long line of 
txuhless actions.” 
.Pierce, who filed the applica­ 
tions with the state- division of 
water resources, was irate with 
newsmen for printing the story 
at the water move. 
He said it had been overem­ 
phasized. that Coachella Valley 
has more water than it needs 
and is faced with the problem 
of getting rid of water.

This weekly letter has often 
mentioned t h e curious dif­ 
ferences between the procedures 
of the House of Representatives, 
and other rules of order. This 
was apparent in the week of 
arguments over the iahor-man- 
agement bill, known to you as 
the Taft-Hartlev Act. You’ve read 
the results, and the votes; I write 
about the handling of the hill. 
A lot of bills were introduced 
on this subject, from direct re 
peal, or repeal and re-enactment 
of the Wagner Act. to amend­ 
ments making T-H stronger. This 
would he expected, with any con­ 
troversial subject. All went to 
the Committee on Education and 
Labor. The chairman referred 
them to a sub committee, which 
reported a bill back without 
hearings. Pressure of public 
opinion prevented the hill com­ 
ing lo the Floor with no hearings 
before 
Ih P full committee, bill 
they were scanty. No opportunity 
was offered for the discussion of 
amendments. This is all in the 
rpcord. Whether you want the 
T-H Act repealed, or whether you 
want it stronger, you will agree 
lilis is a poor way to offer im ­ 
portant legislation. It means 
that the Congress is expeetpri to 
write thp bill on the Floor. Thai 
is not possible with a bill as 
technical as a lahor-managc- 
ment hill. Read the Act, and 
you’ll know what I mean. 
There never was a chance for 


a direct repeal or the T-H Act. 
I told my labor friends that last 
December. The majority party 
never had any such intention. If 
union leaders want to be fooled, 
that is Iheir privilege. Thp Lesin- 
ski bill "repealed” the T-H Act, 
and immediately re-enacted the 
old Wagner Act, with most of thp 
T H provisions. The new "Wag­ 
ner Act” would have corrected 
some of Ihe criticisms of the old 
Wagner Act. 
IN ORDER to present the 
amendments, which the chair­ 
man would not listen to in the 
committee. It was necessary to 
use a bill introduced by a com­ 
mittee member, who would then 
havp the right of recognition on 
the Floor. That was the "Wood 
bill,” and all this hokum about 
a "secret meeting in Room F-18" 
is just to make il sound likp a 
mystery story. F-18 is a commit­ 
tee room in the Capitol, assigned 
the minority, and 1he "secret 
meeting" was a meeting of the 
Republican P o l i c y Committcp. 
which has 27 members lo begin 
with, and whirh was created by 
a resolution written, as you 
know, by your own Representa­ 
tive, who is a member of it. The 
commiltee met with the Republl 
can members of the labor rom- 
miltee, to hear their plans, as it 
does when any bill comes to the 
Floor. Calling a meeling. in the 
most observed committee room, 
with 27 members of the com­ 


mittee. plus the labor commit­ 
tee members, and a dozen re­ 
porters waiting outside, a "sec­ 
ret meeting." ought to give you 
some idea of the accuracy of a
